Rainbow Juices brighten 
Long Beach community 


The local company 
joins the trend of 
emerging sustainable 
small businesses.

A full spectrum of color appears as 
Rainbow Juices co-founder Chrissy 
Cox stocks the cooler behind the front 
counter at Portfolio Coffeehouse. 

“Rainbows make everything hap- 
py,” Cox said while sitting in the cof- 
fee shop. “The juices that were coming 
out of our juicer were so amazing, and 
we blend all these things, and they look 
like a rainbow in the pulp.” 

After finding community support 
and interest, Cox and her partner, 


Dawna Bass, started selling their elix- 
irs in November. The women stock the 
juice in local coffee shops, including 
Lord Windsor Roasters, Portfolio Cof- 
feehouse and Viento y Agua. They also 
take orders from their website, where 
they sell cleanses and juice packages. 

“We’re hitting the ground running, 
and we keep running,” Bass said. “We 
are super busy all the time with it, but 
it’s something that we love, so it flows 
for us in that way.” 

Rainbow Juices has joined a green, 
sustainable movement along with other 
businesses like Fine Feathers Kombu- 
cha that has been sprouting with help 
from community support. 

““We’ve been involved in it, and we 
are noticing it more and more,” Cox 
said. “I’ve always thought the biggest 
way to change the world, if everyone 
does what they love, they will feel

Students packed into the University 
Student Union Southwest Terrace on 
March 28 to hear the results of this 
year’s Associated Students Inc. elec- 
tions. 

However, while the new. ASI trea- 
surer was revealed, students must wait 
to meet their new president and vice 
president. : 

ASI President John Haberstroh 
and presidential candidate Sean Zent 
will run off against each other while 
ASI Vice President Jonathon Bolin 
and candidate Deshe Gully will face 
each other in the vice presidential 
race. 

Runoffs will take place because 
none of the candidates received a ma- 
jority of the student vote. The results 
of the runoffs will be revealed at 1 p.m. 
on Friday at the University Student 
Union Southwest Terrace. 

This year’s ASI elections brought 
the highest voter turnout on record at 
6,488 students, or 19.5 percent of the- 
student body. Runoff elections for the 
positions of ASI president and vice 
president will take place from Tuesday 
to Thursday. 

Haberstroh received 3,148 votes, 
or 48.5 percent of the vote, while 
Zent received 1,849 votes, or 28.1 
percent, according to the 2013 As- 
sociated Students General Election 
Results. 

For the vice presidential race, Bolin 
received 2,814 votes, or 43.3 percent,

designated maintenance fund for the 
Soroptimist House, and has not been 
one for years, the condition of the fa- 
cilities has declined significantly over 
time. 

The Soroptimist House was donated 
to the campus by Soroptimist Inter- 
national in 1957, shortly after the for- 
mation of the first Associated Student 
Body (ASB) of Cal State Long Beach. 


It was the first student union and later — 


became the first child development 
center. 

Journalism professor emeritus Lee 
Brown was an undergraduate student 
at CSULB from 1958 to 1960 and said 
he has some very fond memories of the 
Soroptimist House. 

“The campus was pretty new then, 
and it was growing left and right,” 
Brown said. “[The Soroptimist House] 
was a really convenient gathering 
place, and it filled a lot of needs on 
campus.” 

Brown said he was unaware that the 
facilities had fallen into disrepair. 

“That was *a generous gift to the 
campus way back when, when we 
were Long Beach State College, and it 
would really be a shame if it was just 
allowed to turn to dust,” he said. 

Dave Edwards, director of the Uni- 
versity Student Union, said that he is 
aware the building needs some atten- 
tion. 

“Richard [Haller] and I talk about it 
all the time,” Edwards said. “It is one 
of our facilities that we really need to 
reinvest in.” 

Edwards said that because the build- 
ing does not get as much use, it does 


not get enough attention or the mainte- 
nance that it needs. 

However, Operations Manager for 
the USU Pamela Lewis said the So- 
roptimist House facilities are used fre- 
quently. 

Eighty events were held in the build-

ing during the 2011-12 school year, and 
students hosted more than half of those 
events. The remainder of the events 
were hosted by departments, with only 
a few outside groups who rented out 
the building for private events. 

ASI Associate Director of Facili- 
ties Operations Scott Christopherson- 
Schorn said there has not been a des- 
ignation of funds in the ASI budget for 
the Soroptimist House in the past three 
years. 

“The only funds I could find specifi- 
cally for the Soroptimist House would 
be special projects such as the electrical 
upgrade that took place when I started 
here about six years ago,” Christopher- 
son-Schorn said. “And there are only a 
few of those special projects.” 

* Christopherson-Schorn said the 
Soroptimist House falls into the USU 
budget, so it would take a lot of digging 
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to find out what spending had been 
done on the building over an extended 
period of time. 

ASI Communications Coordinator 
Christina Esparza said that the major- 
ity of work on the Soroptimist House 
since 2008 was done to the back patio 
and the area immediately surrounding 
the building. 

In the summer of 2010, there were 
landscape renovations that includ- 
ed backyard brick paving, costing 
$42,252. The following summer, ASI 
purchased an outdoor storage unit for 
$3,989, and in fall 2012, ASI purchased 
new indoor and outdoor tables and 
chairs for $18,475. That same fall, new 
exterior trash and recycling containers 
were purchased for $2,060, Esparza 
said. 

ASI President and USU Board of 
Trustees member John Haberstroh said 
he plans to bring the building’s con- 
ditions to the Board’s attention in the 
near future. 

“TASI Vice President Jonathon Bo- 
lin] and I have talked about proposing 
the idea to turn the Soroptimist House 
into a 24-hour study lounge for stu- 
dents,” Haberstroh said. “The thing is, 
everybody has great ideas for what we 
can do with the building, but the issue 
is where we are going to get the money. 
It’s a catch-22.” 

The creation of a maintenance fund 
for the Soroptimist House would fall 
under the responsibilities of the USU 
Board, according to Edwards. 

Edwards said that there will be a fa- 
cilities presentation open to the public 
at the USU Board meeting on Friday 
at 1 p.m. in the Senate Chambers. The 
Board will consider options and decide 
on a future plan for the Soroptimist 
House. 
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good.” 

The idea of juicing came from 
Bass’s interest in preparing raw foods, 
Cox said. With Bass’s culinary knowl- 
edge and Cox’s involvement in Long 
Beach Roller Derby and yoga classes, 
the women said starting a juicing busi- 
ness flowed naturally. 

“With yoga we started branching 
outwards,” Cox said. “We realized 
quickly that we needed to start and le- 
gitimize our business [and] get a new 
kitchen.” 

Portfolio Coffeehouse barista Re- 
becca Poulson said that offering Rain- 
bow Juices was a natural fit. 

“Customer base is just really into 
that, really into natural products and 
juices ... It’s been really easy,” she said. 

Poulson ‘said that the-juices. serve 
those who need to fill a nutritional-void 
that they may enter when going about 
their busy schedules. 

“It’s something that I would do on 
my own, but I get really lazy and juic- 
ing at home is messy, and you get a lot 
of cleanup. It’s expensive,” she said. 

Cox said they make the juices us- 
ing a two-step process and a hydraulic 
press. The slow process, which squeez- 
es the juice out of every fruit and veg- 
etable used, keeps the end product raw 
and alive with all the original nutrients 
and enzymes intact. 

“Tt’s all going into peoples’ bodies, 
and I mean, they say eat your fruits and 
vegetables, drink your fruits and veg- 
etables,” Cox said.

Popular flavors include the spicy 
and zesty So-Cal Cider — made with 
orange, apple, chard, ginger and cinna- 
mon — and ABC +, made with apple, 
beet, carrot, kale and ginger. 

Because the juices are raw, they 
have a shelf life of three days. To keep 
the nutrients intact, Cox and Bass 
said pasteurization has to be avoided, 
which means the juices have to stay in 
Long Beach. 

“There are people from outside of 
Long ‘Beach who’ drive here,” Bass 
said. 

After going through almost 1,000 
pounds of produce a week, the women 
donate the leftover pulp and compost 
to local urban farms, like Chestnut Lot 
and Gladys Avenue Urban Farm. 

“We have very minimal waste prod- 
ucts,” Cox said. “It’s just neat to be 
connected in that interwoven network 
in the community.” 

Long Beach resident Brittany Rob- 
erts said the artsy. community helps lo- 
cal businesses thrive through support 
and interest. 

“We have a close-knit community, 
and I feel like that adds to having that 
something that’s special and individual 
about our city,” she said. 

Even though the name “rainbow” 
seems simple, the title has multiple 
meanings, giving nods to LGBTQ pride 
and representing the chakras in the body. 

“Everything is under that rainbow, 
everything under the sun,” Bass said.

loses green 
to go green 
with mulch 


Grass on campus is 
getting replaced.

The grass isn’t always greener on 
the other side of the pyramid. 

As Cal State Long Beach transitions 
into a greener campus, its lawn areas 
will slowly evolve into a browner back- 
drop — mulch. 

“TMulch is] soil covering used to 
control weeds or erosion, retain mois- 
ture in soil and insulate soil from cold 
weather,” according to California’s De- 
partment of Resources Recycling and 
Recovery. 

As part of CSULB’s promise to 
the American Colleges and Univer- 
sity President’s Climate Commitment 
(ACUPCC) to transition into a more 
sustainable campus, the university has 
begun ripping up grass, patting on 
mulch and conserving resources along 
the way. 

After converting a few grass areas 
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Facilities ground and maintenance worker Anthony Banuelos shovels mulch around the plants in 
front of the Nursing building as part of the campus’s efforts to conserve resources. 


into mulch beds, complete with instal- 
lation of drought resistant plants and 
a new drip-pipe system — an under- 
ground hose with holes that apply water 
directly to the plants’ roots aimed to 
avoid water waste — CSULB expects 
“87,000 gallons per year or 60 per- 
cent reduction in irrigation water use,” 
CSULB Energy and Sustainability 
Manager Paul Wingco said. 

With more than 150 acres of turf ar- 
eas in CSULB which need tending, the 
campus costs on irrigation and other 
expenses on its maintenance eat up a 
big fraction of the university’s utility 
bill. 


According to the Landscape Master 
Plan, the university spends an estimat- 
ed $70,000 a year on reclaimed water 
used for irrigation alone. 

“TNow,] we are going away from 
lawn to a more sustainable ground cov- 
er, which is mulch,” Wingco said. 

Through CSULB’s nearly decade- 
old Green Waste to Mulch program, the 
university processes 237 tons of its own 
tree and plant trimmings on campus 
and returns it back into the landscape 
as organic mulch, while 438 tons of 
trimmings are loaded into containers 
for off-site recycling, according to the 
CSULB recycling website. 


“{Installing mulch] saves us money 
on labor, as far as the upkeep of lawn,” 
Wingco said. “Overall, it also helps us 
save on fertilizer.” 

Mulch beds were installed near Park- 
ing Lot 8A, the Vivian Engineering 
Center, Bob Cole Plaza and the Nursing 
and Design buildings. 

“They’re not mass replacements but 
just pockets of areas,” Wingco said. 
“The latest site we’ve done was adja- 
cent to the [Social Sciences and Public 
Administration] building.” 

Facilities Management is still in 
the process of identifying areas to set 
mulch in, but plans are to keep grass 
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to mostly gathering areas and athletic 
fields. 

Students, like sophomore unde- 
clared major Jacob Sullivan, said they 
approve of the changes on the grounds. 

“I personally like the greenery on 
campus more than I would like to see 
mulch, but I’m all about being eco- 
friendly, and it’s nice to see us care so 
much about the environment, recycling 
and being smart about how we handle 
our resources,” Sullivan said. 

Other students said the money saved 
could go towards other educational 
uses. 

“If we’re going to be saving money, 
then I support it,” junior business ma- 
jor Monica Casillas said. “Maybe we’ ll 
even get more funding for other things, 
like classes.” 

Further transformation of the 
CSULB terrain should be expected in 
the upcoming months as the university 
strives to uphold its “climate neutral- 
ity” commitments to ACUPCC. 

Other sustainability plans include 
adding more solar power systems, de- 
signing all upcoming building con- 
structions to higher U.S. Green Build- 
ing standards and using fuel cells for 
heat, cooling and power generation, 
according to the CSULB sustainability 
website. 

“Expect to see pockets of transi- 
tion or areas that we’ll be converting 
from lawn to ground cover and more 
drought tolerant plants,” Wingco said. 
“The next big one is the landscaping in 
conjunction with the [Liberal Arts] 1, 2 
and 3 building renovations. Those are 
going to be the most significant changes 
since we have very expensive lawn ar- 
eas there today.” 
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passed with 70 percent approval while 
the other, which recommended to Cal 
State Long Beach President F. King Al- 
exander that CSULB be a smoke-free 
campus, passed with 64 percent of the 
vote. 

Haberstroh said that he was not sur- 
prised that the presidential race will go 
to a runoff. 
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“Going into this, | knew there was 
going to be a runoff,’ he said. “I’m 
pleased with how it turned out, and I 
think the students have spoken.” 

According to the election results, 
33.2 percent more of CSULB students 
voted in this year’s election compared 
to the 2012 election. 

Students, like senior math major 
Leonardo Palomera, said they also an- 
ticipated a runoff. : 

“T knew that [a runoff] was going 
to happen this year,’ Palomera said. 


“The thing I was more interested in 
was how many more students actually 
voted.” 

Melanie Hawe, who was elected to 
be an Academic Senator, said she looks 
forward to the runoffs. 

“I’m really surprised by the execu- 
tive race,” Hawe said. “I can’t wait to 
see all the stuff [the candidates] are go- 
ing to pull out after spring break.” 

Zent said he was happy about the 
results even though his running mate, 
Larry Toney, will not be included in the 
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runoffs. 

“It feels good. I’m glad that every- 
body came out and actually voted,” 
Zent said. “I really [want] to thank 
[Toney] because he worked so hard.” 

Agatha Gucyski, who was elected as 
ASI treasurer, said she looks forward to 


“helping support Gully in the vice presi- 


dential candidate runoff. 

“J think Deshe [Gully] is the perfect 
vice presidential candidate ... I’m going 
to help push him so he can get elected,” 
she said.

Even though presidential candidate 
and ASI Chief of Staff Jorge Soriano 
was not included in the runoffs, he said 
that he enjoyed participating in the 
campaigning process. 

“1 worked hard, and hopefully I gave 
the other candidates some things to 
think about,” Soriano said. “At a time 
like this when we’re going into a new 
transition with a new president and bud- 
get cuts, hopefully [the candidates] can 
take some time to focus on the actual 
issues.” 
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Integrity is questioned when news is sponsored 


It’s not too often that we get to 
comment on the state of journalism; 
however, the recent controversy at 
the Orange County Register has 
drummed up some conversation. 

The OC Register has partnered 
with three local universities, Cal 
State Fullerton, University of 
California, Irvine and Chapman 
University, to produce special 
university-centered sections about 
their respective institutions. 

For $275,000 apiece, the uni- 
versities are promised a half-page 
advertisement in 45 sections dur- 

ing the

year, 

as well 
as focused news stories, features 
and personality profiles about each 
school, according to an article by 
the Los Angeles Times. 

OC Register publisher Aaron 
Kushner, who bought the newspa- 
per last year, assures the paper will 
maintain editorial control over the 
content on the page, regardless of 
the fact that the three universities 
will be paying for the coverage. 

Anytime that a newspaper has a 
“sponsored” section in its publica- 
tion, there is always worry of a 
conflict of interest. Are the news 
stories legitimate if they are being 
paid for by the business that the 
journalists are reporting on? 

This same question was raised 
when the LA Times entered an 
agreement with the Staples Center 
to share profits from a special sec- 
tion covering the then-new down- 
town sports arena. The LA Times 
later apologized for the agreement. 


In the pitch made by the OC Register to the universities, it was 
said that the main story in each section would focus on the suc- 
cesses of the institution. It makes sense that the universities would 
be excited by this offer, but in entering this partnership, we worry 


that it hurts the integrity of the OC Register. 


As a newspaper that covers campus news, we can vouch that all 
news coming from college campuses is not hunky-dory. While the 
OC Register claims it will be in control of the content, will it also 


continue being the watchdog it is supposed to be? 

We understand why the OC Register would enter such an agree- 
ment. Print media is struggling for funding from advertising, and 
this is a unique way to make some money. 

In the past year, the OC Register has hired on a lot of new and 
younger reporters. Much of our staff has written for the OC Regis- 
ter before or might in the future. So in a sense, we support the OC 
Register is finding new avenues to keep the newspaper afloat. 


But is this the right way?

These sections might be filled with a lot of fluff, but honestly that 
is what local university communities would like to read.

Vice offers a fresh alternative to the traditional news market 


Despite the fact that it’s a website, magazine, 
YouTube channel and a television show, very few 
Americans have heard of Vice. 

Created in 1994 as a free magazine called 
“Voice of Montreal,” Vice has slowly turned into 
the quintessential alternative news outlet. 

Led by grizzly-faced, no-holds-barred Chief 
Executive Officer Shane Smith, Vice has shook 
up traditional media outlets by injecting a breath 
of fresh air into an often-stale industry. 

Rather than focus solely on Casey Anthony- 
like court proceedings, Vice’s aim is to inform 
and enlighten its predominantly young audience. 

Stories that require in-depth reporting or 
full-on immersion within a particular culture or 
community are among Vice’s favorites. A little bit 
of danger is also to be desired. 

Stories on Vice’s website range from on-the- 
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ground war reporting in Syria to following a 
man in Siberia who claims to be a relative of 
Jesus. 

Though Vice’s reporters don’t often look or 
sound like the Walter Cronkites or Katie Courics 
of yesterday, Vice’s fresh and unique perspective 
is surprisingly unmatched. 

Last week, Vice on HBO 
premiered to the adoration of 


on evening news programs. 

Vice’s Taliban story featured graphic, grisly 
images of suicide-bomber casualties that would 
make it instantly unpopular for American fami- 
lies. 

For better or for worse, journalism has suffered 
a bit of a setback lately as audiences have become 

increasingly insulated from 
what is really going on in the 
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Only 30 minutes in length, 
Vice on HBO featured two stories: one on the 
rising number of political assassinations in the 
Philippines and another on how the Taliban is 
using more and more children as suicide bomb- 
ers in Afghanistan. 

For reasons that are apparent to many, stories 
on children blowing themselves up are not desired 
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Stories about Syria’s civil 
war or Bradley Manning’s court trial often fail to 
make it to the top of the evening news cycle. 

Instead, audiences are left with stories that 
are often vague, prejudiced and just plain 
biased. 

In order to satisfy advertisers and FCC guide- 
lines, traditional news outlets like NBC and ABC 
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have seemingly dumbed down the news they 
present. 

Stories like those of Casey Anthony or Chris- 
topher Dorner receive widespread appeal and 
interest while more pertinent ones like. those that 
Vice covers do not. 

Its website may not attract the readership that 
sites like the Huffington Post and Politico do, but 
Vice’s importance and significance is not to be 
underestimated. 

The need to freshen up the often-stale field of 
journalism is past due. 

Vice has a long road to hoe, though it will 
likely survive and eventually thrive in today’s 
global news market. _

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Both stances of the gay marriage debate are unconstitutional 


Never in recent memory can I recall such an 
event in politics that has the people as excited as 
the Hollingsworth v. Perry case. 

To see images of crowds of people marching in 
Washington protesting and debating on both sides 
of the argument, truly captures what it means 
to be part of the political process. In fact, I wish 
people would act like this more often with other 
issues. 

While I respect both sides involved in this 
movement, and do not deny they have the right 
to petition the government, both arguments, the 
one in favor of nationalizing gay marriage via 
a constitutional amendment and the one that 
seeks the Defense of Marriage Act to be upheld, 
are both unconstitutional. In fact, the current 
DOMA is technically unconstitutional as cur- 
rently written. 

This unconstitutionality is caused by the 10th 
Amendment of the Bill of Rights: all and any 
powers not specifically given to the federal gov- 


ernment by the Constitution, nor prohibited to the 
states, then such powers and coinciding laws are 
to be decided by the state governments. 

Now the only real powers of the federal 


~ government outlined in the Constitution are the 


powers to create an army, print money, regulate 
interstate commerce, conduct foreign affairs 
and create new laws to enforce, but not change, 
the Constitution. Now, where 
does marriage fall underneath 
that? 

Nowhere, because marriage 
is both a religious and social 
institution that the federal government has no 
real authority over. The Founding Fathers did not 
want to create another society like England where 
the government had control over every little deci- 
sion. Such a system would not work for a country 
as large as the U.S., and such a system would be 
at the expense of the people. 

So the decision of what constitutes as a legal

marriage falls to the state’s decision and the 
government cannot make gay marriage legal or 
illegal. 

This same standard applies to the current 
DOMA, which violates not only the 10th Amend- 
ment by defining what marriage is but also the 
First Amendment, the separation of church and 
state. By saying that marriage is between man 
and woman, it gives legal support 
to religious beliefs and institu- 
tions that share this definition and 
discriminates against other belief 
systems that may have a different 
view on marriage. Not only does this mean that 
the DOMA is illegal, but it also means any act to 
define marriage on the federal level would violate 
the First Amendment, including legalizing gay 
marriage as it violates other religions definitions 
of marriage. 

Now, there are two real decisions that can be 
made about the whole issue of gay marriage and 


marriage in general. 

Two options that I see to address this issue 
of marriage are to either leave the law as it is, 
and let the states decide; or to do away with 
government involvement in marriage, both 
state and national, completely, and let marriage 
be an entirely personal, religious and social 
institution. 

The state could only administer a civil union 
to couples, be they heterosexual or homosexual, 
which serves as a contract to cover all the legal 
aspects that come with a legal marriage but can- 
not legally recognize a marriage. 

But, if the couple wishes to be married as 
husband and wife, or whatever they want, they 
may take any path they choose to be it under 
the Catholic Church, a Protestant church that 
recognizes same sex-marriage, or however they 
wish.

Students can prevent sexual assault cases 

To think that in 2013, survivors of sexual as- 
sault must grapple with either reporting the hor- 
rific incidents and face public scrutiny or living in 
silence. This is disgusting. 

These survivors often feel shocked and dis- 
heartened when they soon realize that their own 
decisions and actions will be examined, judged 
and often blamed for the assault. 

Similar sentiments are recalled by a cur- 
rent graduate student studying social work at 
Cal State Long Beach who wished to remain 
anonymous. 

“Law enforcement never apprehended the 
culprit, and I became afraid for me and for other 
women out there, but what hurt the most was my 
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own stepfather asking me what I was wearing 
when the assault took place. Did I provoke him 
with my choice of clothing? Did I walk or behave 
in a certain manner.as to elicit the assault by this 
individual?” 

This CSULB student is just one of the vast 
number of survivors who report sexual assaults 
only to find themselves being both blamed and 
shamed for their attacks. The negative stigma 
associated with sexual assaults has the potential 
to create a barrier to reporting the incidents to 
law enforcement, and this is a travesty. This year, 
the National Sexual Violence Resource Center re- 
ported that one in five women and one in 71 men 
will be raped at some point in their lives — and 
these are only the cases that have been reported. 
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This statistic is terrifying and should cause all of 
us to think about what we can do to decrease it. 

With April being Sexual Assault Awareness 
month, we beg you to take the time to learn 
more about sexual assault and what you can do 
to make sure that during the time you have read 
this article that one more person is not sexually 
assaulted or raped. 

The Steubenville, Ohio rape case has been 
all over the headlines recently. To us, what is 
most abhorrent about the entire situation is that 
the rapists, along with friends who filmed Jane 
Doe being dragged around unconscious and the 
perpetrators’ football coach who laughed at the 
so-called “prank,” did not realize that a sexual 
assault was taking place. To us, individuals with 
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experience in the area of sexual assault aware- 
ness, the case is frankly depressing. 

It is evident that there is still a great need to 
disseminate the facts about rape and sexual as- 
sault. In spreading awareness of sexual assault, 
we can begin to change the stigma connected 
with sexual assault and rape and hopefully pre- 
vent further abuse. One simple step we can take 
is to educate ourselves and educate others about 
sexual assault. Sexual assault is preventable, and 
knowledge and awareness are the key compo- 
nents to decreasing the number of individuals 
who fall victim to sexual assault.

Stephenie Meyer’s ‘The Host’ is a time parasite 


This body-snatching film takes 
away from the sci-fi genre and 
focuses on alien romance.

Alien invasion movies are all the rage in Holly- 
wood these days, and everyone wants in on the action. 
“Twilight” author Stephenie Meyer took on the genre 
with her literary abomination “The Host,” which has 
now, unfortunately, been made into a film. With its 
boring plot lines, confusing “love square” and laugh- 
able make out scenes, this movie is somehow even 
worse than the overrated vampire dramas that made 
Meyer famous.

er Jamie (Chandler Canterbury) and her boyfriend Jar- 
ed (Max Irons). This is when the ridiculousness begins. 

Melanie becomes host to Wanderer, a soul that has 
invaded eight different planets looking for one she 
belongs in; however, to Wanderer’s, aka Wanda’s, dis- 
may, Melanie won’t leave her mind, and throughout 
the entire movie she annoyingly comments on every- 
thing that happens in Wanda’s life. 

Wanda begins to sympathize with her host, and 
through Melanie’s memories, which pretty much con- 
sist of Melanie and Jared making out or having sex, 
Wanda falls in love with the people in Melanie’s life. 
Wanda takes Melanie’s body back to them in a com- 
mune underground in the desert, where upon arrival 
she is punched in the face by Melanie’s aunt Maggie

When Wanda starts to fall in love with hu- 
man Ian (Jake Abel), Melanie is wary because she is 
in love with Jared. So essentially, one body with two 
minds is in love with two separate people. And when 
these characters kiss, it is so stupid the audience isn’t 
even be able to believe what they’re seeing.

‘Niners overcome poor offense to beat Titans 


LBSU wins two of three despite 
only scoring in two innings 
over the weekend.

One week after it averaged 10 runs per game ina 
sweep of UC Riverside, the Long Beach State soft- 
ball team managed to take two of three from Cal 
State Fullerton despite struggling offensively for 
much of the weekend. 

The 49ers (25-15, 7-2 Big West Conference) had a 
hard time manufacturing runs in their first two games. 
The suddenly anemic offense provided the ‘Niners 
with just two runs and eight hits against the Titans 
(16-22, 3-6 Big West) in Saturday’s doubleheader be- 
fore it exploded for seven runs in one inning in Sun- 
day’s finale. 

The ‘Niners didn’t get their first hit of game one un- 
til the fifth inning, when first baseman Sarah Carrasco 
energized the home crowd with a double to right-cen- 
ter field. The offensive threat proved to be minor and 
short-lived, as left fielder Emily Gregorio struck out 
to end the inning and stranded Carrasco at third base. 

The LBSU offense finally came back to life in the 
seventh inning, when leadoff hitter Shayna Kim- 
brough drove in the 49ers’ only run. The Niners 
couldn’t take advantage of their three hits in the in- 
ning though and fell 4-1. 

Head coach Kim Sowder had less to say about the 
offensive disappearance’s role in the loss than she did 
about the three errors her team committed. 


“We definitely played bad defense the first game,” 
Sowder said. ““We made some real basic mistakes that 
hurt us.” 

Starting pitcher Amanda Hansen allowed 11 hits in 
her fifth complete game of the season, but only two 
of the four runs she gave up were earned. A pair of 
second-inning errors were responsible for the Titans’ 
other two runs. 

An improved defensive outing helped Erin Jones- 
Wesley shut out the Titans in the back end of the dou- 
bleheader, but the offense was lifeless once again in 
a 1-0 win. 

“7 think it was important that we came out and won 
the game, especially since we had just lost,” Jones- 
Wesley said. “I was just really trying to keep my team 
close so even if [Cal State Fullerton] did score, [I tried 
to] keep it close enough for us to win.” 

The Beach only managed three hits but found other 
ways to occupy the bases, as it drew five walks and 
took another base when Karli Sandoval was hit by a 
pitch in the fourth inning. 

That inning was all LBSU needed, as Ashley Hol- 
mes gave the team its first hit and lone run with an 
RBI single in the fourth. 

“T thought Erin did an outstanding job, pitching 
a shutout when we really needed it,” Sowder said. 
“We weren’t hitting the ball like we’re capable of, 
and we needed someone to lead us, and Erin led us. 
We needed that. It was a big shutout for her and for 
our team.” 

Sunday’s game looked as if the defensive and offen- 
sive problems remained unfixed by the third inning, 
when a third error allowed CSUF shortstop Gabby 
Aragon to reach home after a two RBI triple. 

The ‘Niners didn’t wait around this time to respond. 
A pair of singles and two consecutive walks tied the 
score in the bottom of the inning before Carrasco 
opened the game up with a three-run homer.

LBSU nearly escaped with a victory, 
as it put together a three-run ninth to go 
ahead 6-5 after trailing since the second 
inning. But Pacific (8-18, 2-4 Big West) 
rallied back with three runs of its own 
in the bottom frame and claimed its first 
series win over the Dirtbags since 1999. 

The series started with a 3-1 loss to 
the Tigers, as LBSU ace Shane Carle 
was outdueled by Pacific starter John 
Haberman. Carle gave up just two runs 
in 5.2 innings of work, but the Dirtbags 
failed to get much of anything going 
against Haberman, who gave up one
